Aside frotn the passage of three 
ordinances, two of which were 
on 
second reading, the meeting of the

The next ordinance ‘was the final 
passage of the bill authorizing the 
City of Rushville to become a city 
of the fourth class, instead of 
a 
fifth, class city. 
The ordinance was 
massed in order that 
the business 
should be 
carried on in the same 
manner, with no increases in salar­ 
ies of city officials. 
The last ordinance 
passed 
was 
rushed through with all three read­ 
ings and given final 
passage. 
It 
granted the Standard Oil Company 
he right to install a gasoline ser­ 
vice station at the corner of First 
and Morgan streets, 
the construc­ 
tion of the driveways being allowed, 
un«ter the condition that they con­ 
form with the city streets. 
The two petitions 
calling for a 
cement street West in Water from 
Main to Morgan, and north to First 
street wer^ again brought up before 
the council. The petitions were sign­ 
ed by property owners, 
and ask 
that the two streets be paved with 
cement. 
The council instructed 
the 
city 
engineer to draw up plans and spec­ 
ifications, 
and 
the two blocks of 
paving will no doubt be built next 
spring. This paving will form a let­ 
ter “L” and 
will 
connect 
several 
garages with the 
main 
thorough­ 
fares which are already paved. 
Mullins & Taylor, 
who are con­ 
structing a building in First street 
between Main and Morgan streets, 
were granted a building permit last 
night, having filed a petition to that 
ffect. The building is to be erected 
as a fire proof structure to conform 
with the ruling of the state depart­ 
ment which regulates the building 
of garages. 
Ambrose Gohring and several re­ 
sidents in the vicinity of Arthur and 
Seventh streets, petitioned the coun- 
eil for a street light at the alley in 
Arthur street, 
between Sixth 
and 
Seventh streets, the petition stating 
that there is no light at that place. 
Will Havens, street commissioner, 
announced 
that 
a new’ permanent 
street crossing 
has Wen completed 
at the 3rd St. crossing and Lake Erie 
and Big Four railroads. The cross­ 
ing was put in by the city and the 
two railroads, and concrete railroad 
ties were used, so that the crossing 
will be permanent. 
Supt. A. T. Mahin, of the water 
and light plant, announced that the 
city was receiving 
coal more re­ 
gularly now and that the price paid 
for several cars recently was $6.75 
a ton, instead of $8 and $9.00 
as 
paid for coal many times this sum­ 
mer. He stated that there was a 15 
day supply on hand now.

STORM SWEEPING 


SOUTHEAST COAST 


Transportation and Communication 


Lines Tied up and Extent of 


Damage is Unknown

lines all along the 
Mississippi coast were tied up today 
following

storm

The wind reached a velocity

48 miles an hour. Wires were down 
and it w’as impossible to obtain ac­

information 
regarding the 
damage.

considerable 
damage was reported. 
Louisville and Nashville railroad 
officials reported considerable dam­ 
age to their lines east of New 
Or­ 
leans.

The tide was rising at Mobile to­ 
day. 
The 
wind 
velocity was 
36 
miles kn hour, according to reports. 
It was feared that there would be 
a repetition of the 1915 storm which 
wrought such damage, and those re­ 
sidents in 
the 
outlying 
districts 
flocked to the 
business 
section of 
New Orleans and sought shelter. 


Fifty-eight years ago today—Sep­ 
tember 22, 1862—the people of Rush' 
county were stirred 
by 
the 
news 
from the National capital that Pre­ 
sident Lincoln had decided to issue 
a , proclamation 
of emancipation 
which would strike the bonds of sla­ 
very from thousands of colored peo­ 
ple in the south. The Civil W ar had 
been in progress for more than 
a 
year and thousands of men, 
many 
of whom are attending the National 
G. A. R. encampment in Indianapolis 
had already joined the Union forces 
to fight for the preservation of the 
nation. 
The announcement 
of President 
Lincoln 
resulted 
in 
wide-spread 
speculation as to what w’onld deve­ 
lop. Scores of people who were op­ 
posed to slavery believed that 
it 
would stir the northern 
armies to 
the white heat of fighting and that 
a early termination of the great war 
could be expected. 
They contended 
that if the slaves were liberated the 
southland 
would 
have nothing at 
stake that would warrant a contin­ 
uance of the conflict. 
There were those, 
however, who 
insisted that the action of President! 
Lincoln 
would 
only 
prolong 
the 
strife. 
They 
advanced the theory 
that the south w’ould never consent 
to the surrender of slavery as the 
slaves were 
regarded 
as chattels, 
bought and paid for. 
In many cities having a large col­ 
ored population 
Emancipation Day 
is observed with elaborate ceremon­ 
ies. 
In this city, however, the day 
passes without formal exercises. 
The 
Emancipation Proclamation 
went • into effect January 1, 1863, 
one hundred days from the date on 
which Lincoln had 
announced 
his 
determination to issue it. 
Politically, the result of the Em­ 
ancipation Proclamation were enor­ 
mous. Recognition of the Confeder­ 
acy thence-forward meaning a 
flat 
maintenance of slavery instead 
of 
freedom, 
the 
entire 
anti-slaverv 
sentiment of France and Great Brit­ 
ain was thrown against those coun­ 
tries interference, which at once be­ 
came 
unthinkable. It 
drove away 
from Lincoln many lukewarm north­ 
ern republicans and brought many 
local and state defeats to the ad­ 
ministration; but it took the presi­ 
dent’s party 
“off the fence” and 
made it a coherent organization with 
one firm, open principle, for many 
years unassailable. In the South, as 
defeat meant emancipation by their 
enemies^ and it would be no worse if 
done by 
themselves, 
some 
of the 
leaders, among them Gen. Robert E. 
Lee, commander-in-chief of the Con­ 
federate armies, seriously thought of 
offering freedom to slaves to fight in 
their armies in the latter part of the 
war, hoping to 
save 
independence 
and the control of their own destin­ 
ies at least. 
Needlesg to state that 
no such policy 
was 
ever officially 
adopted. The war went on until the 
Confederacy was completely 
over­ 
thrown, and with the passing of that 
government 
human slavery was at 
an end throughout the borders 
of 
America forever.

DECLINE IN PRICES OF MEAT 


Bureau of Crop Estimates Notes Drop 
in Amount Paid for Pork, Beef, 
and Mutton, 


The advance In the monthly avernge 
price of bogs per 100 pounds received 
by producers, which began with Feb­ 
ruary, 1916, comparison being made 
with the same month in the preceding 
year, continued without a break to* 
August^ 1919, and the advance was 
from $7.07 to $19.30. 
Since August, 
1919, the fall from month to month 
was continuous to $12.66 in Decem­ 
ber, followed by a rise to $113.30 "In 
January, 1920, or $2.33 below the Jan­ 
uary price In 1919, according to the 
reports of the bureau of crop esti­ 
mates, United States department of 
agriculture. 
The average price of sl\pep per 100 
pounds received by producers through­ 
out the whole year had an upward 
movement from 1913 to 1918, ,from 
$4.54 to $10.94, the principal Increase 
being In IP 17. 
The overage for 1919, 
$9.58, is a drop of $1.30 from that for 
1918, or 12 per cent. 
From 1915 to 1918, the average price 
of beef cattle per pound to producers 
Invariably advanced from year to year 
in each mouth and the advance con­ 
tinued from 1918 to 1919 until May, 
after which month the average price 
in 1919 fell below that of 1916 in each 
month, and the average price for Jan­ 
uary, 1920, was $8.90, or 66 below that
